The publication of the full text of a 
Consular telegram is an innovation: in 
the Department of State, but it is un- 
derstood that the department is distinct- 
ly relieved at the friendliness shown by 
the conquering rebel army at Monterey.

GALVESTON, Texas, April 26.—Driven 
out of Mexico by armed mobs 2,654 
Americans have arrived*here in the last 
twenty-four hours." Many of them suf- 
fered tortures before-they were able to 
€scape. Some were shot at by Mexican 
soldiers. Women and children received 
no favors at ‘the hands of Mexican Fed- 
erals or rebéls. In utter despair-hun- 
dreds of. Americans- with property in- 
terests abandoned everything and» took 
to flight: They ‘were glad to escape 
with their lives.” , 

All of the vessels carrying refugees 
brought -word that other ships were 
following, and the State officials are 
preparing to care for fully 4,000 persons 
before the end of the week. Many 
women and children are among the

Bight wy" working on their 
ranch immediately banded together and 
began looting: the house, asserting that 
a woman who would marry an .Ameri- 
can should die.

“There Will Be No War," Rabbi 
' Wise Says Is Washington 
Information. 


SEND APPEAL TO WILSON 


Members of Free Synagogue Wel- 
come Mediation and Say President 
Can Do “immortal Service.” 


Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise, speaking 
yesterday morning at the Seventh An- 
miversary. Exercises of’ the Free Syna- 
gogue in Carnegie Hall, stirred a 
crowded house to spontaneous applause 
by delivering a message from Washing- 
ton that promised peace with Mexico. 
Dr. Wise spoke after Mayor Mitchel, 
Dr. 8S. S: Goldwater, Commissioner of 
the Department of Health, and Rabbi 
Henfy Berkowitz of Philadelphia, Chan- 
cellor ofethe Jewish Chautauqua Asso- 
ciation. He began by saying that his 
“cup of joy’’ was full because of the 
praise and encouragement for the Syna- 
gogue and for Jews that these speakers 
had given. : 
“ And,” Dr. Wise continued; ‘“‘ my cup 
of joy is overflowing because of the 
promise of peace between the United 
States and Mexico. I was made happy 
this morning by reading in the papers 
that Argentina; Brazil and Chile had 
proferred their good offices to settle 
the difficulties out of which the present 
situation has grown, and. that their 
offer had been accepted by Mr. Bryan, 
but I was more overjoyed by the mes- 
sage I recewed-from*:Washington this 
morning only a short time before this 
service begar. 
‘“* This message was, ‘ There will be no 
war.’ ”’ + 
At this point the outburst of applause 
forced Dr. Wise to stop speaking., When 
the audience had become quiet, he con- 
tinued : 
‘“*There can’t be any war, and there 
shall not be any war. There is a wise 
and noble statesman in the White House 
who will prevent any war. We can’t go 
to war because we have no enemies. The 
Mexicans are not our enemies. We 
don’t want to fight Mexico; we don’t 
want to slay Mexicans. ~—No one here 
feels hostile to the Mexicans, American 
citizens everywhere have no feeling 
against the. Mexicans—so how can we 
go to war with them? 
“* Not only have we no. desire to fight 
Mexico, but we do desire to take ad- 
vantage of the great: opportunity of- 
fered us by the South American coun- 
tries, Argentina, Brazil, and Chile. Their 
offér of good offices and its immediate 
acceptance by\ the United States means 
the establishment of a. new era in in- 
ternational relations. It means that in 
the future no two nations will be al- 
lowed to go to war until all the other 
nations of the earth have expended 
every effort to prevent the war. Amer- 
ica has the chance ‘to inaugurate this 
great era, and she cannot lose it. Our 
wise Chief Executive will not let us lose 
it, our people do not want to lose it. 
** At the close of this meeting I want 
to send to President Wilson in the name 
of this’ great congregation a message 
that we all devoutly hope for the accom- 
plishment of his high purpose and pray 
that his efforts in behalf of peace for 
the United States and for the world may 
be crowned With success.’’ 
Dr. Wise took the prolonged applause 
that followed at this point as authoriza- 
tion for the message. This telegram 
was sent yesterday afternoon:

Although the Rev. Charles E. Jeffer- 
son, pastor of the Broadway ‘Taber-

Dr. Jamieson Would Solve Them 
Before ‘Taking Up Mexico’s.* 


** We ought not to go to Mexico to at- 
tempt to solve that nation’s problems 
until we deal with the conditions at our 
own doors,’’ said the Rev. Arthur Ja- 
mieson, D. D., rector of the Park Ave- 
nue Methodist Episcopal Church, at the 
service last evening. 

“What will this country do in Mex- 
ico when we are not able to adjust our 
conditions on the east side?’’ he asked.

NATIONAL RED CROSS 
PREPARES FOR WAR 


Meeting in Washington At- 
tended by 400 Women of. 
Government Circles. 


NO NURSES NEEDED. NOW 


But a Call is Sent Out for.“ Desira- 
ble Comforts” and “ Desira- 
ble Luxuries.”

WASHINGTON, : April 26. — Without 
waiting for the results of the efforts of 
the three South erican- Governments, 
the women of’ hington to-day pre- 
pared for. war. 

More than 400 prominent women, ‘in- 
cluding the wife of the Secretary of 
War and the wife of the Secretary of 
the Navy, responded to the call of Miss 
Mabel Boardman, Chairman of the War 
Relief Board of the National Red Cross. 
They met in the small ballroom of the 
New Willard Hotel and. formulated 
Flans for relief work in Mexico. 

One of the chief purposes of the meet- 
ing was to arrange for the co-operation 
of many societies under the gereral 
guidance of the American, Red Cross, so 
that relief work would not be duplicated. 
Miss Boardman explained that under 
the Treaty of Geneva relief work on the 
field of battle must be in the hands of 
an organization recognized by its own 
Government. The Red Cross,. she said, 
was the ,only society in the - United 
States that came up to that require- 
ment, so that all work must be done 
through it. 

Besides the American Red Cross So-4 
ciety, which was represented by its 
highest officials in Washington, dele- 
gates attended the meeting from thé 
Chamber of Commerce and the Board of 
Trade of Washington, the Retail Mer- 
chants’. Association, the women of, the 
G. A. R., the G. A. R., Daughters of 
the American Revolution, United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, United Confed- 
erate Veterans, the W. C. T. U., o- 
men’s elief Corps, the Needlework 
Guild, which is affiliated with the Red 
Cross; Jewish Fraternal’ Association, 
Association Opposed to Woman_ Suf- 
frage, Alliance of Jewish Women, South- 
ern Relief Society, Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs,- Golden Cross, Southern 
Society, Central Union of German So- 
cieties, and the Young Women’s Chris- 
tian Association. 

Rear Admiral N. W. Mason occupied 
the chair. Miss Boardman, the recog- 
nized authority on all matters pertain- 
ing to her organization, gave a brief 
outline of the proposed work .of forming 
committees and reaching :¢ state Of pre- 
paredness. Miss Jane Delano, head of 
the American Society’ of Red Cross 
Nurses, and Major Robert. U. Patterson 
of the United States Medical Corps were 
other speakers. 


Three Classes of Volunteers. 


The speeches showed that the- Red 
Cross was ready for action in Mexico 
or Texas at the first call for aid. 

The meeting: also showed a splendid 
response in the enlistment of both men 
and women for service, not only for the 
zone of operations as nurses, hospital 
attendants, clerks, and even cooks, but 
for practical ws eon og work that in- 
sures a splendid support to the efforts 
of the society wherever directed. 

The volunteers will be classified as 
groups A, B, and C. The first will gu 
to the - front, the second so 
wherever assigned, and the third class, 
group C, will be made up of men and 
women who may be obliged by circim- 
stances to remain in their territory. 
These will devote themselves. to. rais- 
ing funds and collecting material. Miss 
Boardman explained that the Red Cross 
already had on its rolls about 5,000 
nurses of long training and experience 
so that volunteer nurses need not ap- 
ply. For the collection of funds a com- 
Ialttee was appmntes. under the chair- 
manship of C. C. Glover. There were 
also committees on storing and pack- 
ing supplies, and on transportation. 

he work of getting supplies, said 
Miss Boardman, was particularly suit- 
able for women. She then announced 
a committee of five prominent women 
to take up that work. The committee 
eonsists of Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, the 
President's wife, as Honorary Chair- 
man; Mrs. Lindley M. Garrison, wife 
of the Secretary of War; Honorary Vice 
Chairman; Mrs. Josephus Daniels, wife 
of the Secretary of the Navy, Honorary 
Vice Chairman; Mrs. William Crozier, 
Chairman, and Mrs. T. N. McLaughlin, 
Secretary.

WASHINGTON, , April 26.—Secretary 
Bryan. has finally settled the case of 
Post Wheeler, former Secretary of the 
American Embassy in Rome,» who was 
recalled ‘last .September to answer 
charges preferred by Alexander Benson, 
the Second Secretary. of ithe Embassy. 
.Mr. Wheeler has been completely ex- 
onerated and @hnouncement is made by 
Secretary Bryan that he will be re- 
assigned to the Diplomatic Service in 
his present grade. In a signed state- 
ment he gave out. Mr. Bryan says: 

“The Department of State has thor- 
oe investigated the allegation, un- 
officially brought in September last 
against Mr. Post Wheeler, Secretary of 
Embassy, then stationed in Rome, that 
he had misused the customs. privilege 
granted ‘to foreign diplomatic officers 
by the Italian Government in the mat- 
ter of gasoline. 

‘*The allegation has been found to be 
baseless. his incident has not im- 
paired ; heeler’s status as a diplo- 
matic officer of the United States, and 
he will be assigned: to the foreign service, 
in his grade, as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can be made by the de- 
partment.”’ 

Mrs. Wheeler is best known under her 
pen name as Hallie Erminie Rives. She 
and Mr. Wheeler were married at Tokio 
when he was connected with the Amer- 
ican Embassy there? 

What.action will be taken with regard 
to Mr. Benson has not been announced, 
but it is the understanding that, in view 
of Secretary Bryan’s decision dismissing 
the charges against Mr. Wheeler, Mr. 
Benson will not be restored to the diplo- 
matic service. Mr. Benson was also re- 
called from Rome, and is now in this 
country, awaiting a settlement of the 


case. , 

The charge against Mr. Wheéter had 
to do with the courtesy granted by the 
Italian Government of permitti the 
heads of foreign diplomatic establish- 
ments to import gasoline free of duty 
for use in their motor cars.” There is a 
heavy import tax in Italy on. gasoline, 
and this privilege enables foreign diplo- 
mats to obtain supplies at a much low- 
er rate than they would be obliged to 
pay if they purchased the oil in Rome. 
Mr. Wheeler was accused by Mr. Ben- 
son of having sold gasoline imported 
free of duty for the use of the United 
States Embassy. The Italian Govern- 
ment exonerated Mr. Wheeler and indi- 
cated in a statement on the subject that 
the accusation grew out of the action of 
a chauffeur in selling *some imported 
Sasoline for the use of “an exalted 
person.”’ This reference to an exalted 
person was never explained. 

Mr.*sWheeler and Mr. Berson were for- 
merly associated in the American Em- 
bassy at St. Petersburg, to which post 
wks heeler had been transferred from

Among the statements..made.to. the 
State Department in its investigation of 
the original charge was that the alle- 
gation was the outgrowth of a quarrel 
between the two men while they were 
at the Russian capital. Many other 
allegations figured in the case; but were 
ignored by Searetary Bryan. 

Both Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Benson are 
Princeton men, and the troubles in 
which they were involved were brought 
to the attention of President Wilson. 
Though Mr. Wheeler was born in New 
York and appointed to the diplomatic 
service from the State of Washington, 
he resided in his early manhood in Phil- 
adelphia, in which city Mr. Benson lives. 
The charges were investigated originally 
by Dudley Field Malone, now. Collector 
of Customs for the Port of New York, 
when he was Third Assistant Secretary 
of State. Mr. Malone’s seport has never 
been made public.

Volunteers Must Have.

-In case of an invasion of Mexico a 
force of from. 250,000 to 500,000 United 
States soldiers will be' necessary, ac- 
cording to Capt. George Duncan Sny- 
der, engineer and tunnel. builder. and 
Capt.. Snyder 
was for many years connected with the 
Pennsylvania State Militia, and was the 
Assistant\ Chief Engineer of the Second 
Army Corps of the United States Army 
dufing the Spanish war. He is a mem- 
ber of the firm of engineers which built 
the: Pennsylvania and McAdoo tubes 
under the Hudson River. . He is con- 
versant with Mexico’s topography, hav- 
ing aided in the building, of the big 
reservoir system outside of Mexico 
City, which. supplies that .city with its 
electrical power. ay 

The number of soldiers necessary, 
Capt. Snyder said, dependéd on the at- 
titude of the Constitutionalists in Mex- 
ico, and 500,000, he said, would be the 
minimum in case of a union of Consti- 
tutionalists and. Federals. 

What interested Capt. Snyder partic- 
ularly in the’ present situation was the 
Volunteer Army bill which was: signed 
by the President on Saturday. The gen- 
eral impression, he said, seemed tc be 
that the United States was ready for an 
invasion of Mexico. That impression, 
he insisted, was wrong, and he re- 
gretted that it should be the case, The 
plain facts were, he said, that it would 
ake at least six months to raise an 
army of 500,000 United States volun- 
teers, pone 4 longer. None of: the 
militia regifments, he said, would be 
able -to take the field. as competent 
regiments under three months; thus 
leaving all of the burden of the war 
in the meantime on the-regular army, 
and the army, he thought, would have 
to-be disorganized to some extent to 
furnish’ instructors for the volunteers. 

‘“‘“The problem of the nation just at 
present,’’ said Capt. Snyder yesterday, 
at his home in New Rochelle, ‘‘ is. how 
to make the most efficient fighting 
units possible out of the ayailable per- 
sonnel in the shortest possi time. “The 
weak spot in our army is the lack of 
careful individual training of the in- 
fantry soldier. 

‘“‘In studying the probable efficiency 
of our volunteers at the beginning of a 
war the following facts should be borne 
in mind: First, that our militia, no mat- 
ter how efficient they may be as State 
troops, must be reorganized, and that 
from 50 to 75 per cents of new men ‘must 
be trained and equipped; second, that 
the ee a of United States volun- 
teers is not due to the ‘fact that their 
officers are appointed i the National 
instead of by the State vernment, but 
to the fact that most of the field officers 
are appointed from the regular army, 
that such troops have a greater percent- 
age of former officers and men of the 
regular army, and that, whatever the 
defects of the method of appointing the 
officers, it is an improvement over ap- 
ager aeaggered based on a popular election 

y the men the officers will be called 
upon to command. 

“ The.Volunteer Army bill. permits the 
acceptance for service of our State. mili- 
tia forces, but that does not mean: that 
these troops wil be immediately ready 
for war. I-think that it ought to be 
very clearly pointed out that the organ- 
izing of United States volunteers means 
the disorganizing of the militia, and that 
the only troops ready for immediate serv- 
ice, therefore, will be the regulars, of 
whom there are 51,000, including 13,000 
men of the Coast Artillery. 

‘“‘Under the Volunteer Army bill, for 
instance, the Seventh Regiment of New 
York can keep its own officers, provided 
the members of the regiment enlist to 
athe extent of three-fourths of its 
strength. Thus the Seventh could go to 
war retaining its identity. But the 
Seventh, reorganized under the United 
States war tactics, or any other regi- 
ment, for that matter, could not 
turned out for service in a short time. 
In the case of the Seventh the time for 
instruction would be less than in e 
cases of most regiments, perhaps, but I 
kelieve the minimum, on ‘the average, 
will be twelve weeks of instruction. Our 
volunteer armies are mao composed 
of infantry, and the essential qualities 
of an infantry soldier are practically 
the same to-day as in the time of Cae- 
sar. Skill with ‘weapons, ability 
march and shoot, and discipline ‘will 
make an efficient infantry soldier, now 
as then, Instruments of warfare have 
changed, but we have no modern inyen- 
tion to take the place of the bodily 
vigor and endurance necessary to Ty 
aman through a long campaign, 


Defects in Our System, 


** All the defects that have manifested 
themselves in our present methods of 
training volunteers are evidently due 
to the fact.that a carefully thought-out 
method of doing this work has not been 
worked out in time of peace,”’ he said. 
“Our volunteer troops have generally 
been assembled in great .camps shortly 
after their muster-in, which were sup- 
posed to be camps of instruction, but 
these camps have.had no. special organ- 
ization or equipment for this purpose.

SCHIFF. PRAISES THE WORK 


Banker Counsels That a Godly Spirit 
Is Needed to- Sustain -and 
Give Strength .to It. 


The cornerstone of the-new home of 
the Young Women’s ‘Hebrew.: Associa- 
tion, at 31 West 110th Street, was laid 
yesterday afternoon. It is expected that 
the building will be dedicated and 
opened during the Summer. The first 
home of the association was a small 
brownstone housé, and the membership 
then was less than eighteen. To-day 
there are more than 900 members and 
the cost of the new heme will exceed 
$300,000. 

The Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendes, who 
has been identified with the associa- 
tion since its inception, twelve years 
ago, opened the ceremonies with prayer. 
In her address Mrs. Israel Unterburg, 
President: of the association, said the 
new building was erected to ‘‘ perpetu- 
ate under modern conditions the. faith 
of thirty-five centuries.’”’ 

The cornerstone was laid by Mrs. Felix 
M. Warburg, Treasurer of the Building 
Fund Committee, with a trowel present- 
ed by Mrs. A. N.-Cohen, Chairman of the 
same committee. Inset in letters of 
bronze on the cornerstone was this in- 
scription: 

“May our daughters be as corner- 


ple. Happy the people that is in such 
a case; happy the people whose God is 
the Lord.”’ 

Jacob H. Schiff spoke of the signift- 
cance of the new building. “Under this 
stone,” he said, ‘“‘you are placing a rec- 
ord of what is being attempted in this 
generation to make certain, as far as this 
can be done, that Jewish womanhood 
of generations to follow our own shall 
develop into the type of which since 
time immemorial our race has beer~so 
proud, the ‘ésheth chayil,’ the peexiess

MILITARY PREPARATIONS. 

While the War Department,must in- 
evitably withhold orders for any fresh 
movement of the land forces at present, 
there are ample indications that the 
work of. preparing intelligently for 
any emergency is going on as briskly 
as possible. The advance of reinforce- 
ments for the troops on the border in 
Texas, Arizona and California. has not 
been checked. Arrangements are 
making for the mobilization of the 
militia in all the States, and an order 
has been given to prepare camps for 
the mobilization of troops in: Utah, and 
at Pensacola in Florida. The Coast 
Artillery of the army is devoting every 
day to infantry drill, while in the 
States along our southern border the 
work of enlistment is vigorously 
prosecuted. A second detachment of 
6,000 troops is awaiting orders to pro- 
ceed to Tampico, which, of course, will 
not be issued unless the result of the 
South American proffer of good offices 
should prove futile. The mighty 
superdreadnought New York sailed 
from the Navy Yard at this port 
yesterday, -carrying Rear Admiral 
WINsLow to his command of a flying 
squadron in Mexican waters. Col. 
GoETHALs has taken time by the fore- 
lock and placed the Panama Canal on 
a war footing, with the big locks 
guarded by patrols. 
The hydroaeroplanes, twelve in num- 
ber, dispatched from Pensacola for 
service on the Mexican Coast, have 
arrived, and some: of them: have al- 
ready been put to use. This is a 
“flying squadron” of another, sort, 
and its value will be amply test- 
ed if the American Army advances 
from Vera Cruz to Mexico City. One 
of the greatest problems of that long 
march would be the care of the health 
of the soldiers, who would be taken 
from the sea level to a point more than 
8,000 feet higher, before reaching their 
goal. As it is, the tropical heat of 
Vera Cruz is hard to endure, but 
every possible precaution seems to 
have been taken thus far to protect 
the health of the troops. Yellow fever 
has not been common in Vera Cruz 
since Lord Cowpkay introduced there 
a@ modern system of sanitation, but it 
is to be feared that in the assault on 
the city the public works may not 
have been as .well cared for. as they 
should.be. Thus far the health of the 
soldier8' seems to be good and it is not 
wise to borrow. trouble, especially 
when the Medical Corps of the Army 
and Navy have been working for 
years with the unfortunate experience 
of the Spanish war uppermost in their 
minds. 
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NOT MEDIATION. 

To keep the record straight, it is well 
to understand that it is not mediation 
that Mr. Bryan has accepted from 
the representatives of Brazil, Argen- 
tina, and Chile, but only’ a tender of 
good offices. In much of the com- 
ment at Washington. the two appear 
to be treated as one and the same 
thing. They are quite distinct. Sen- 
ator BrisTow of Kansas calls it ar- 
bitration, which is about the extreme 
limit of possible misunderstanding. 

International law authorities make 
the distinction plain. HEFFTER’s defi- 
nition will' serve as well as any to 
clear up the confusion. In setting 
forth the manner.in which treaties are 
sometimes made by the aid of one or 
more powers not parties to the dis- 
pute he says: 





1. By the good offices of a third 
Power, either for the purpose of open- 
ing the way to negotiation between 
the interested parties or to bring 
about the resumption of interrupted 
negotiations. They may be proposed 
either upon the initiative of the third 
Power or in response to a request or 
in pursuance of a treaty engagement. 

2. By mediation, properly so called, 
when a third Power, with the consent 
of the interested parties, participates 
regularly in the negotiations until they 
are concluded, so that reciprocal ex- 
planations can, be given only in’ the 
presence and by the intermediation of 
that Power. Nobody can impose a 
mediation, but when it has been: ac- 
cepted the mediating Government 
must’ make equitable proposals, .give 
its advice upon those made by. either 
of the partiés, and reject those which 
appear to be unjust. ’ 

LEoNE LEviI says that a resort to 
war may be prevented: l. By asking 
or accepting a third Power’s good of- 
fices, with a view of conciliating the 
dispute; 2, by proposing or accepting 
the mediation of a third Power; 3, by 
resort to arbitration. PRaDIES-FoDERE, 
in his note to VATTEL, and other text 
writers without number, make the 
same distinction. Prof. JoHN ‘BassETT 
MoorkE, quoted in THe TrmMEs yester- 
day, declares that the acceptance . of 
good offices does not confer the. right. 
of mediation. 


A tender of good offices may, and 
often does, lead to mediation.. Proba- 
bly it will not in this case. Mediation 
implies, compromise. An. insult for 
which reparation has been demanded 
is hardly a matter for compromise. 
Andis it reasonable to expect ‘that

and the Constitutienalists, both of 
whom. have refused to recognize ‘his’ 
authority, both of whom are in arms 
against. him, while the mediating Pow- 
ers, Brazil, Argentina, and Chile, have 
also withheld re@ognition? It remains 
to be seen what impression personal 
friendly representations, made in. pur- 
suance of this tender of good offices, 
will. make upon HuERtTa. The Spanish 
Ambassador’s private advices from 
Mexico City reporting his acceptance 
of the offer give warant for the hope 
that Huerta at least will consent to 
parleyings, and a chief who parleys is 
already half resolved to surrender. 

His assent to the conditions imposed 
would end the matter at once, for we 
could ask for no more complete atone- 


ment for the wrongs he has done than 
would be given by his disappearance 


from history. Accepted or rejected by 
him, the tender and the acceptance 
are most fortunate for us. In the one 
case, we get out of an undertaking 
for which we have a deep distaste, 
while in the other we gain and HvuERTA. 
loses the good opinion of the world, 
particularly ‘of the Latin republics, 
and, we should hope and expect, of 
all sensible Mexicans, 








THE RECALL IN POLITICS AND 
IN LAW. 

If the recall proves anything, what 
does the recall of the recall prove? 
The question is fair, because Tacoma 
has just elected for the third time the 
Mayor whom it once recalled. He 
cannot be such a very bad man when 
he was elected by 800 over a clergy- 
man after his recall in an election 
which is described as non-partisan. 
When change can follow change it 
would seem to show either that the 
people did not know their minds, or 
did not know what their minds ought 
to be. 

There is more continuity. about 
@ man than there is about an electo- 
rate, and there ought to be more con- 
tinuity and stability about law than 
about a man. It is for this reason that 
the recall of decisions or of Judges 
is worse than a political recall. Vot- 
ers have a right to change their 
minds, but not their principles. There- 
fore only established principles are fit 
to be enacted. ‘When contentious mat- 
ters are enacted there is no more. cer- 
tainty that the law will remain fixed 
than that an official subject to the re-: 
call will be allowed to fill the term for 
which he was elected. The Tacoma 
incident may not prove the unsuita- 
bility of the recall for politics, but it 
ought to show its unsuitability as a 
means of legislation. 








CLASS OR COUNTRY FIRST? 
When HarwooD summoned such 
workers as follow him to place their 
class above their country he met with 
prompt repudiation by all others. The 
country includes all classes, and no- 
body who holds to the standard of 
“all foreach and each for all” could 
possibly approve the principle of all 
for a few, in order that a few may 
prosper at the cost of all. This is too 
plain to be argued, but it is not as 
plain as it ought to be that the same 
issue is involved in the root cause of 
recent strikes for the “ recognition of 
the union,” that is, for the closed shop. 
How is it possible to rally all in sup- 
port of the proposal that one-tenth 
shall have all the jobs, and that nine- 
tenths shall concede that privilege to 
the minority? The cause of humanity 
would be more advantaged by abolish- 
ing all trades unionism of the Colorado 
and West Virginia sort than that all 
should be compelled to make common 
cause with the dynamiters and boycot- 
ters. If conditions are such as we 
know them under the restraints of 
law, what would they be if there were 
no restraints, and the country were 
ruled by murder and terrorism? 

It is for this reason that such events 
as those in California and Michigan 
and Colorado and West Virginia are 
so important as touchstones of trades 
unionism. If the unions are benevo- 
lent and fraternal organizations, ‘‘ not 
for profit,” but for uplift and progress, 
they should be shocked into repudia- 
tion of such inhumanity. But the 
unions prefer to be the beneficiaries of 
such horrors rather than to repudiate 
them. At the moment there is before 
the President an appeal for the pardon 
of the dynamiters, some of whom were 
elected officials of their unions after 
their conviction. And there is no re- 
pudiation of the events in Colorado 
such as there should be to clear the 
skirts of organized labor. It is plead- 
ed that the unions do not do such 
things as unions, and that individuals 
alone are guilty. That is not true. 
The constitutions of unions provide 
for the boycott, and the closed shop, 
and the making of work by the limi- 
tation of production, and the obstruc- 
tion of the paths of employment even 
to unionists.. Citizenship is not com- 
plete without freedom in the exercise 
of the right to work. The only pos- 
sible liberty for all is through the es- 
tablishment of.the law above the acts 
of those who know no self-restraint. 
The doctrine that trades unionism is 
above the law, or should be privileged 
by law, is as'dangerous and obnoxious 
to all right thinkers as the cry of class 
above country.

The various anti-narcotic laws that have 
recently been enacted bring out one point 
clearly, viz: that the settled policy of our 
Government henceforth is that no one may 
indulge in a habit that the majority believe 
to be injurious to himself, to his family, 
to society, or to the State. 

There may be an honest difference of opin- 
fon as to whether a pervert is such by 
virtue of his being addicted to drugs or 
whether he takes to drugs because he is a 
pervert, but happily, in consequence of our 
present policy, the way to a much greater 
reform is cleared of the sentimental buga- 
boo of “ personal liberty,” which has as 
yet prevented its accomplishment in this 
State. Probably there are few readers of 
Tue Times who have seen or known a drug 
addict, but there are none who have not seen 
hundreds of besotted brutes destroying their 
bodies and souls, pauperizing and even 
cviminalizing, their families and ready to 
perpetuate any abhorrent offense because 
liquor had dethroned their reason. 

Naturally it is expected that the reform- 
ers, having been so successful in regard to 
a few minor drug poisons, will now attack 
the great poison, King Alcohol, that in the 
past has been powerful enough to dominate 
all political parties, dictate nominations, 
and control the policy of Legislatures. 

Personally, I believe it would be. much bet- 
ter if all well-meaning peoplé would take the 
manly stand of Secretary Bryan, and by 
their example and advice withdraw from 
drink the sanction of respectability.

GREEK STUDENTS SUPERIOR? 





They Should Be Compared Only 
with the Best Science Students. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The argument of Dean West for the study 
of Greek because of the greater success of 
students of Greek in other subjects seems to 
be futile, as are most such arguments. In 
comparing students who study Greek in his 
own university with those who do not, Dean 
West is comparing two very different classes 
of men. At Princeton the current sets strong 
toward the classics, and, for the better 
minds, toward Greek especially, The tradi- 
tions of the university attract the best men 
to classtcal studies. Men of inferior ability 
or indifferent industry know better than to 
take Greek. It is in this group that the 
larger number of failures naturally occur. 
Students of Greek are more successful not 
because they are studying Greek, but because 
they have greater native ability. 

Young men of greater worth who are in- 
clined to study science are likely to be at- 
tracted to institutions that are more espe- 
cially devoted to the study of science. No 
doubt the superiority of the. scientific type 
of mind is quite as marked in scientific in- 
stitutions as is the mind devoted to human- 
istic studies at Princeton. A just compari- 
son could be made between the attainments 
of students of Greek at Princeton and of 
‘students of science in such an institution as 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
That would be a comparison of similar types.

Andrew Carnegie Comments on’ the 
Offer of Sister Republics. 


To the Edstor of The New York Times: 

In announcing the proposed mediation 
by the three sister republics last even- 
ing in Carnegie Hall I said that before 
leaving home I had received a telegram 
from Washington, not from President 
Wilson, as your reporter has it. 

The Secretary of State in his accept- 
ance of the friendly offer of our three 
sister States contains no trace of ‘“* Hu- 
erta Must Go,’’ which you print in head- 
lines this morning.. This changes our 
acceptance seriously. We accept the 
mediation of the three most advanced 
of our Southern sister nations with one 
hand and withdraw consideration of the 
most vital.question with the other. 

The President’s refusal to recognize 
Huerta created in great part our pres- 
ent situation. Whether he was right or 
wrong is a serious question, but the 
three nations named did not do so either. 
They are in the same boat with us. 
Their interest is our interest. ‘There- 
fore, there was no need for our Gov- 
ernment to repeat at this juncture, 
‘“* Huerta must go.”’ 

Our sister republics in their offer of 
mediation were silent upon this point. 
Much better that ours had been also, 
until the conference had met and our 
members had heard what our mediators 
had to say upon this vital point. . 

Let us hope for the best. ‘Anything 
but war upon a weak sister republic 
totally unable to cope with us, who have 
a greater population and probably even 
greater resources than all our sister re- 
publics combined. 

Let us never cease to remember that 
“it is well to have a giant’s strength, 
but tyrannous to use it like a.giant.’’ 
Let us never cease to be lovingly kind 
to our sister republics as the elder sister.

If this devout consummation can be 
realized, it will be due solely to the two 
great peace conferences at The Hague. 
These conferences established and per- 
fected three methods for the nations to 
employ in the settlement of their dis- 
putes: First, arbitration; second, com- 
missions of inquiry; and third, good of- 
fices and mediation. 

By arbitration before The Hague 
Court, England, Italy, and Germany 
were estopped from bombarding Vene- 
zuela. a commission of inquiry 
England and Russia were probably pre- 
vented from going to war over the North 
Sea or Dogger Bank affair. By media- 
tion Presidert Roosevelt was enabled to 
step in between Russia and Japan and 
end the bloodiest war-of this generation. 
And now by “ good offices’’ the three 
greatest Latin-American republics have 
pointed, out = the path to peace. It

Read to 800,000 Worshippers. 


- Catholic charities and the yearly re- 
port of the United Catholic ‘Works, or- 
ganized two years ago by Cardinal Far- 
ley, were mentioned by some 400 priests 
to the 800,000 persons who atended ser- 
vices in the Catholic Churches through- 
out Great New York yesterday.

Aid amounting to $26,500 was given 
these charities during the year: The 
Catholic Protectory, Bowery Mission, 
the Parat and St. Rose Settlements, Ge- 
sellen Verein, Fresh Air Commission, 
and the Children’s Court Commission 
of the Association of Catholic Charities, 
day nurseries, ahd homes. Several new 
enterprises were also helped financially. 
None of the money was. spent on sala- 
ries or cost of distribution, the mem- 
bers of the council giving their time 
and services free. In announcing the 
development of its work and purposes, 
and the need of additional funds, the

Saturday—Night Mass Meeting. 


The local programme for the celebra- 
tion next Saturday of a National Wo- 
man Suffrage Day was arranged yes- 
terday afternoon by a committee repre: 
senting the six big suffrage organiza- 
tions in the city. Women who want the 
vote and men who want them to have 
it will give demonstrations in forty-five 
States of the Union, it was said, and 
in some States there will be a demon- 
stration in every county. In Ohio, for 
example, there will be eighty-eight 
simultaneous demonstrations. 

The celebration in this city will begin 
at 1 P. M. in Washington Square, 
where the suffragists and their adher- 
ents will congregate. There will be 
public speaking for an hour and a half 
at six points in the square, and their 
speaking corps will move from place to 
place. during the remainder of the 
afternoon. The points to be visited are 
Madison Square, Union Square, Rut- 
gers Square, ompkins Square, De- 
lancey Street at the Williamsburg 
Bridge Plaza, St. Mark’s Place, the 
Plaza at Fifty-ninth Street and Cen- 
tral Park, the Central Park Mall, 
Columbus Circle, and Riverside Drive 
at Grant’s Tomb. 

On Saturday night there will be a 
mass meeting in Carnegie Hall, at 
which, it is expected, Mayor Mitchel 
will be the principal speaker. A ‘‘voice- 
less speech’ demonstration, consisting 
of bulletins, statistics, and arguments 
supporting woman suttreee will be 
open all day in some bui ding, to be 
selected later, A ‘Declaration of In- 
dependence,” in which the right of wo- 
men to the vote is set forth, will be 
read at every meeting of the day and 
evening. 


INFANT WELFARE CAMPAIGN. 


State Exhibition to be Shown In 
Principal Cities and Villages.

ALBANY, April 26.—A State-wide In- 
fant Welfare campaign has been begun 
by the State Department of Healta, 
under the supervision of Dr, Hermann 
M. Biggs, Commissioner. Out of a total 
of 25,000 deaths. of babies last year, 
the department feels that from 30 to 50 
per cent. could have been averted. 

Three attractive exhibits hawe been 
prepared by the department and will be 
shown in the cities and some of the 
principal villages of .the State under

The ex- 
hibits are composed of models, picturos 
and charts prepared to. disseminate 
popular information on the subject of 
infarit welfare.

Judge Swann Holds Technicali- 
ties Give Criminals “Gambler's 
Chance” of Escaping: 


CITES FOUR RECENT CASES 


Conviction Reversed After Defend- 
ant Admits Guilt—Another Panel 
Drawn an Hour: Too Early. 


One cause for the rapidly increasing 
percentage of crime in New York City 
can be traced directly to the higher 
courts, according to a paper on ‘ The 
Need for New Precedents in Colaba 
Procedure,’™ in the May issue of The 
Trend. Judge Edward Swann of the 
Court of General Sessions, who wrote 
the article, contends that the following 
of time-worn precedents causes lament- 
able injustice in many cases, and he 
particularly cites four recent caseg im 
which convictions were overruled by the 
Appellate Division of Brooklyn on tech= 
nicalities. iy 

The effect of following the ‘‘ technical 
system” of review instead of the 
“natural system” has given rise to the 
“‘gambler’s chance of eeling through 
the loopholes of the law,” according to 
the writer. The criminals of New York, 
he says, are taking every gambler’s 
chance that they can get, and are 
making most unjustified escapes from 
punishment. Judge Swann wants it 
understood that he is not criticising the 
decisions of the Appellate Division of 
Brooklyn, but he makes clear his view 
that the “natural system” of review 
as followed jby the Appellate Division of 
New York County is a much more 
creditable system. : 


As evidenced by the number of ins 
dictments filed in the Court of Gener 
Sessions in 1913, crime increased bent 
cent. in New York County over 
record of 1912. In the Court of Specis 
Sessions the informations filed were 
per cent. greater in number in 1913 than 
n 1912. The Police Commissioner's re- 
port of last March showed that 
number of arrests for crime had in- 
creased 50 per cent. over the preced 


year. 
** This increase has taken place in 
of the modern methods for the net a 
criminals, including the reformatories, 
reform schools, farm colonies, the inde- 
terminate sentence plan, and probation 
System,” says Judge Swann. ‘One of 
the strongest deterrents of crime would 
be the knowledge of the certainty and 
celerity of conviction in case of guilt; 
the inclination to ‘ take a.chance’ would

The granting of the decree ended a 
long-drawn-out suit. Previous to their 
domestic difficulties Mr. and Mrs. Tie- 
demann lived in Greenwich, Conn., and 
were well known in society. 

Mrs. Tiedemann sued her husband for 
absolute divorce and the custody of her 
child on the ground of cruelty. Mr. 
Tiedemann made no answer. 

When Mrs. Tiedemann was in Tono- 
pah, Nev., her husband attempted to 
gain possession of the child by habeas 
corpus proceedings and failed, 
upon Mrs. Tiedemann had him served 
personally with the papers in the di- 
vorce proceedings at his temporary resi- 
dence in Carson City. The case went 
to the Supreme Court. 

The alimony and counsel fees granted 
to Mrs. Tiedemann are the largest ever 
given:by a Nevada divorce court.

Philadelphia & Reading Presi- 
dent Stricken on the 
Street Saturday. 


UNCONSCIOUS TO THE END 


Was Distinguished as a Lawyer, 
Business Man, Financier, and 
Administrator of Railroads. 


Special to The New York Times, 

PHILADELPHIA, Aprtl 26. — George 
F. Baer,. President of the Philadelphia 
& Reading Railway, which combines 
the railway lines and coal corporations 
generally known as the Anthracite Coal 
Trust, died at his home, 1718 Spruce 
Street, at 7:40 o'clock to-night. He was 
stricken with a severe gastric attack 
while walking from his home to his of- 
fice in the Reading Terminal yesterday 
morning at 9 o’clock, and never. cOm- 
pletely regained consciousness after be- 
ing removed to his home. He was 72 
years old. 

Mrs. Baer, who is also past 70, took 
her position at her husband’s bedside 
yesterday at noon and refused to leave 
it throughout the night and to-day. At 
the bedside with her when Mr. Baer 
died were his five daughters, Mrs. Emily 
Baer Conrad of Reading, Penn.; Mrs. 
William Griscom Coxe of Wilmington, 
Del.; Mrs. Heber L. Smith of Reading, 


Penn.; Mrs. William N. Appel of Lan- 
easter, Penn., and Mrs. Isaac Heister. 


George Frederick Baer, President of 
the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad, 
was distinguished“as a lawyer, a busi- 
ness man, a financier, and an admin- 
istrator of railroads. He achieved his 
first success gs a lawyer, and ten years 
before the oftside world ever heard of 
him he was retained to represent the 
interests of J. P. Morgan & Co. the 
late Mr. Morgan, whose attention he 
had attracted and whose confidence he 
had won. As a lawyer, perhaps, he 
rendered his greatest service to the 
Reading Railroad. 

He became by common consent the 
leader of the anthracite mine operators 
when they prepared for the great coal 
strike of 1902, which lasted six months, 
caused the idleness of 150,000 men, and 
cost altogether $90,000,000. Throughout 
that struggle between capital and. labor 
he kept to the fore. hen the mine 
workers proposed a joint conference be- 
tween a committee to represent them 
and a committee to represent the presi- 
dents of the railroads affected by the 
strike, ii was Mr. Baer who said no. 
When a proposal looking toward a_set- 
tlement was made directly to Mr. Baer 
he replied that anthracite mining was 
a ‘‘ business and not a religious, senti- 
mental, or academic proposition.” 

While that conflict was in progress 
he received the nickname of “ Divine 
Right Baer,” because of a letter he is 
said to have written setting forth his 
belief that ‘‘ The rights and interests 
of laboring men will be protected and 
cared for not by the labor agitators, but 


by Christian men to whom God in His ; $4 


infinite wisdom has given the control 
of the property interests of the coun- 
try.” 

Mr. Baer was of German descent. His 
ancestors with hundreds of their coun- 
trymen sought a refuge in:America dur- 
ing the Colonial period when they fled 
the religious persecution of the Palati- 
nate. He was born on April 13, 1842, 
near the village of Lavansville, Somer- 
set County, Penn., the son of Solomon 
and Anna Baer. Subsequently the family 
moved into the village where George re- 
ceived a high school education. 


Newspaper Apprentice. 


He became an apprentice in the office 
of The Somerset Democrat at the early 
age of 14, remained at that work for 
several’ years and then studied for a 
short period at the Somerset Academy. 
Next he obtained a position at the 
Ashtola Lumber Mills, near Johnstown, 
where he learned bookkeeping, and 
eventually became treasurer and head 
bookkeeper’ for the company. He 
picked up knowledge of surveying during 
this period, and located a railroad from 
the mills to Johnstown which was never 
built. ; 

In order to continue his studies he 
left the employ of the lumber company 
and entered the «sophomore class at 
Franklin and Marshall College, Lan- 
easter. Within a year he returned to 
Somerset County, and made a futile at- 
tempt to publish The Somerset Democrat, 
on which he had worked as an appren- 
tice. He brought criticism on himself 
because he opgdeed the idea of a civil 
conflict, but when he saw that his ad- 
vocacy of peace was hopeless, he entered 
the service at the beginning of the war 
between the North and South and was 
Captain of Company E, 133d Pennsylva- 
nia Volunteers. He then was only 19 
years old, and before his twentieth birth- 
day he was elevated to the rank of 
Major, he having been the youngest of- 
ficer to attain that rank in the Army 
of the Potomac. He took part in the 
battles of Antietam, Chancellorsville, 
and Fredericksburg, in addition to many 
other engagements of less importance. 
At the expiration of his term of service 
he was discharged with the rank of 
Adjutant General of the Second Brigade. 


Begins the Study of Law. 


Mr. Baer began. the study of law with 
one of his brothers immediately follow- 
ing his return from the war, and at the 
end of a little more than a year he was 
admitted to the bar of Somerset Coun- 
ty. He celebrated his twenty-second 
birthday by trying his first case, a suit 
for slander, which he won. The same 
year he removed to Reading, where he 
had planned to become editor of The 
Reading Eagle. Disagreement with the 

roprietor of that baggage led him 

o resume the practice of law, and al- 
most at the beginning of his practice 
at Reading he was fortunate in being 
retained as counsel in a case collaterally 
connected with the celebrated Muhlen- 
burg estate. It involved the examina- 
tion of title to certain lands, and youn 
Baer discovered a defect in the lega 
instruments, overlooked by several 
legding members of the bar, which 
vitiated many valuable interests. His 
opponent settled the case without fur- 
ther contest when young Baer’s dis- 
covery had been verified, and a fee of 
$5,000, something unusual for that pe- 
riod, was paid to Mr. Baer. 

Mr. Baer rose to a position of promi- 
nence at the Reading bar all of a sud-

den. He was sought by important in- 
terests as counsel, and a few years later 
was retained by the Berks County Rail- 
road, for which he fought successfully 
several suits against the Reading Com- 
pany. 

Subsequently ~Mr. Baer became the 
confidential adviser of John 8. Richards, 
counsel for the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad, and in 1871, a year before the 
death of Mr. Richards, he was appointed 
counsel for the road. He. accepted the 
new position with the reservation that 
it should not conflict with his duties in 
connection with the Berks County Road, 
for which he was still acting as counsel 
when it was absorbed by the Reading 
system. - ' 


Manages Vast Properties. 


When the panic of 1873 prostrated 
many industries, Mr. Baer with un- 
usual ability assisted in the rehabilita- 
tion of many notable enterprises, among 
them being the banking firm of the 
Bushnong Bros., whose properties in- 


and other concerns value at from 

000, to $5,000,000. He managed 
these properties for several years after 
being made assignee, and finally he 
bought them and assumed their obli- 
gations. His success with this venture 
proved his ability as a financier and 
capitalist, and it was only a short while 
after that he became the confidential 
adviser of J. P. Morgan and the Van- 
derbilt family in the State of Penn- 
sylvania. 

The reorganization of the Philadelphia 
& Reading system in 1893 brought Mr. 
Baer again into prominence in connec- 
tion with that property. The reorgan- 
ization of the system was regarded as 
almost impossible by the group of New 
York financiers with whom he was as- 
sociated, because of certain difficulties 
to be confronted in the a 
meeting at which the proposal was con- 
sidered, it is said that J Morgan 
turned to Mr. Baer and asked him 
what he thought about it. ; 

**I believe it can be done,’’ said Mr. 
Baer. “In fact, I have already prepared 
a brief on the subject, which is in my 
desk, and if you will give me time to 
{consult it and consider the subject, I 
am certain I can show you that it can 
Ye accomplished.’’ 

Mr. Morgan, it is said, looked at Mr. 
Baer and gave him a hearty slap on the 
back, exclaiming, ‘* You’re my man; I 
want a man who can do things.”’ 

The meeting was adjourned, and 
when it was reconvened Baer made his 
promise good. 
the Reading Company, and in 189i, on 
the retirement of Joseph S. Harris, he 
succeeded to the Presidency. That the 
Jersey Central was bought for the 
Reading on a single sheet of memoran- 
dum paper, carrying a multiplication 
table of Baer, is an old story. 


Closer to Morgan Interests, 


Subsequently Mr. Baer grew closer to 
the Morgan interests. When the con- 
solidation of the coal properties was in 
consideration Baer was ready with his 
Temple Iron Company charter, one 
thing that was essential to its accom- 
plishment. He sold the property and 
charter to Mr. Morgan, retaining; an 
interest, and was elected President of 
the comparatively insignificant cor- 
poration, which in reality con- 
trolled the bulk of anthracite coal prop- 
erties: in Pennsylvania and of whose 
board evéry ‘member’ was at that time 
a President of some railway system. 

Mr. Baer prided himself on being the 
second oldest railroad -President in the 
world. He said that he believed Presi— 
dent Thomas of the Lehigh Valley was 
the only man who exceeded him in 
point of years. Just prior to his sev- 
entieth_ birthday, in 1912, there was a 
great deal of talk of his retirement: as 
President of the Reading Road. Mr. 
Baer. was asked about the rumor, and 
he said he had not thought of retiring as 
long as the stockholders were pleased 
with his management. He thought then 
that it would appear as an act of 
“moral cowardice”) for him to quit 
when the Government had so many 
— pending against the coal roads. He 
said: 


“If you have your hands in the lion's 
mouth, don’t pinch his tail. It is better 
not to do so, for such a thing would 
most unwise. If the courts decide th 
are illegal combinations, ‘ sufficient for 
the day is the evil thereof.’ ” - 

The age limit for the President of the 
Reading Road was 70 years, and that 
was considerably in advance of most of 
the railroads of the country, which re- 
tire their ‘officers long before they reach 
that age. Mr. Baer himself was respon-

sible for extending the age of employ- 
ment on his system from 88 to 45 years. 
He always was proud that he worked as 
hard as any, minor employe of the road. 
A committee of baggagemen once went 
to him with a protest against being 
asked to take two weeks’ vacation with- 
out pay. ‘ . 
“Tll do‘it myself any time without 
vay. was the reply of Mr. Baer. 
eading, Penn., where Mr. Baer still 
went. daily to his offices in the Read- 
ing Terminal Building, called him her 
““most eminent citizen.’’ The people of 
that city used to give him many ban- 
quets. Three times the people of Berks 
County tried to make him the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor. Five 
times his neighbors tried to send him 
to Congress. Each time his reply was: 
**I’m too busy.”’ 


Active Almost to the Last. — 


Almost to the last day of his life 
Mr. Baer remained ‘as alert as he used 
to be thirty years ago when he was in 
the prime of his activities. He was ac- 


customed to arise each morning at 6 
o'clock, and at 8 o’clock take a train 
for Philadelphia. The hour and a halt 
journey home in the afternoon at 4 
o’clock was made with the same punc- 
tuality. 

Mr. Baer was an even-tempered man. 
| He was calm and quiet. in his manner 
of talking, and was a good story-teller, 
as his assistants and foremen, who used 
to go regularly every Friday to the 
“ story-telling session,’’ have borne wit- 
ness, Here is a story he used to tell af 
himself; : 

“TI had a peculiar experience one Sum- 
mer. I was sitting om my porch at 
Reading, after dinner, smoking a cigar, 
when up the walk came a very tall 
man with a earpet bag in his hand. He 
stopped at the bottom of the. steps and 
said, ‘Be you the President of the Read- 
ing Railroad?’ I drew up my shoulders 
and said I was. Then he walked up the 
steps and said, ‘ What is the price of 
a ticket from here to Niagara Falls and 
back?’ I said, ‘My dear friend, I do 
not know. . You will have to go down to 
the ticket office.’ Picking up his carpet 
bag. he looked at me. ‘ You are the 
President of the Reading Railroad and 
don’t know the price of a ticket to 
Niagara Falls and back!’ he exclaimed. 
Again I said that I didn’t. Then he 
walked down the steps, turned, and said, 
ani you’re.a hell of a railroad Presi- 

ent!’ 

In his personal manner Mr. Baer did 
not betray any of the characteristics 
of the fighter he was credited with 
having been. He had a military car- 
riage. and: was only plightly above 
medium height. His hair and beard 
were gray, and his eyes were steel 
blue, keen and penetrating. Often his 
eyelids were contracted. He held his 
head firinly and moved only his eyes 
to look aside. In his dress he was plain 
and unassuming. 

He had unbounded confidence in him- 
self, and, he. performed “his work 
with as féw words as possible. His reti- 
cence was caused no doubt by years of 
forced restraint. He professed to have 
learned a lesson from the experience of 
a predecessor, who, after getting into 
trouble with the’ Reading directors be- 
cause of an ill-timed speech, went out, 
bought a copy of the Ten Command- 
ments, and added an eleventh, which 
read ‘“‘ Keep your mouth shut.”’ 

In his political affiliations Mr. Baer 
was a Republican, although he never 
took more than a passive interest in 
the affairs of that party. He was al- 
ways a regular contributor to his 

arty’s. campaign fund. At intervals 
be assisted. his party candidates with 
public utterances and his private coun- 
sel. ‘ 
In religion he was of the German 
Reformed faith, and.was a liberal sup- 

rter of its institutions, particularly 
hts educational institutions. He waS a 
member and formerly President of the 
Pennsylvania German Society. He was 
active in the establishment of the Read- 
ing Public Library, and for many years 
was a member of the Reading Park 
Commission. One of his hobbies was 
floriculture. His residence,’ called Haw- 
thorne, is one of the most attractive 
places in Reading, but it is not pre- 
tentious. He was widely read in .Ger- 
manic and Dutch literature, and was 
a devoted student of history. His 
Reading home was. conspicuous chiefly 
for ‘ts fine library. Mr. Baer spoke 
what was commonly cares “ Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch” with a uency. which 
won. him many cases. The degrees of 
Master of Arts and Doctor of Letters 
were awarded to him by Franklin and 
Marshali College, his alma mater, of 
whose Board of Trustees he had been 
President for many years.

Thomas J. Barratt was a native of 
London and entered the firm of A. & F. 
Pears in 1865. He inaugurated the first 
systematic advertising campaign to sell 
soap. His ideas were novel and catch- 
ing, and, among other phrases that he 
originated was the world-famous ques- 
tion, ‘‘Good morning. Have you 
Pears’ soap?” = : 
_ Mr. Barratt’s genius for advertising 
Was revealed by the way in which he

MRS, STETSON CALLS 


Excommunicated Teacher Pub- 
lishes Book on “ Vital Issues 
in Christian Science.”’ 


LETTERS FROM: MRS. EDDY 


Quoted in Support of Contention 
That Author Is Now Leader in 
the Spiritual Realm. 


Mrs. Augusta E, Stetson, founder and 
for many years the leading spirit of 
the First Church of Christ Scientist, at 
Ninety-sixth Street and Central Park 
West, is the author of a book called 
“Vital Issues in Christian Science,” 
just published by Putnams, in which, 
for the first time, she presents fully 
her side of the controversy with the 
Board of Directors of the Mother 
Church at Boston, which led to her 
excommunication by them in 1909. 
Mrs. Stetson in her book admits the 
supremacy of the Board of Directors 
and First Reader of the Mother Church 
in the secular affairs of the denomina- 
tion, though she vigorously challenges 
their right of interference in the indi- 
vidual church. She does not admit their 
right to control the future spiritual 
teaghing of Christian Science leaders, 
holding that the course of such teach- 
ing must rest in the end on the indi- 
vidual interpretation of the Bible and 
of Mrs. Eddy’s writings. She asserts 
in particular that she herself has risen 
above the material world-worshippin 
plane to higher conceptions of spiritua 
truth, and that this was what Mrs. 


| Eddy wanted her to do. 


Numerous letters from Mrs. Edd 
reproduced in fac-simile in ie t of 
this and other contentions. n_ this 
sense only does Mrs. Stetson profess to 
be a successor of Mrs. Eddy. She as- 
serts that she is going on with the 
higher forms of spiritual contemplation, 
that she is at present the leading ex- 
pert in sublimated metaphysical truths 
—a realm into which, it is hinted, the 
Board of Directors and First Reader of 
the Mother Church are unable to follow 
her, being bound to more worldly things. 

With regard to the charges brought 
against her, Mrs. Stetson contends: 

(a) That the other Christian. Science 
ehurches in New York City were or- 
ganized by elements representing dis- 
sension, discord, and personal ambi- 
tion, and the material as opposed to 
the spiritual element, and that a church 
so constituted cannot be a legitimate 
branch church. 

(b) That ‘‘ the application of the spir- 
itual import of Christian Science to 
human relations is bound to impair the 
foundations which are laid in the ani- 
mal nature.’’ , 

(c) That the charges that she exerted 
undue mesmeric influence over her 
students at the noon meetings simmer 
down to accusations that they deferred 
to her as knowing more than they did, 
and that they respected her wish that 
they come to the meétings on time. 

(d) That she did not attempt long- 
range voudooism by religious incanta- 
tions, but merely resisted aggressive and 
malicious animal magnetism when it at- 
tempted to attack her. As an example

A new tent 
colony, its spotless canvas a startling 
contrast to the blackened ruins’ at Lud- 
low, rose to-day under the willing hands 
ot dozens of men who for the day ex- 
changed their rifles for picks, shovels, 
and ‘sledges:: The site ‘of the new.col- 
ye had already been smoothed and 

divided neatly by broad, level streets. 

The place selected by the union leaders 
was the site of the military camp where 
Adjt. Gen. John Chase maintained the 
bulk of the State troops during the 
former military”occupation of the strike 
zone. While the National Guard of Col- 
orado, infantry, cavalry, and. artillery, 
is in undisputed. possession of the strik- 
ers’ old stronghold at Ludlow, the strik- 
ers are encamped under the shadow of 
San Rafael. Hospital, on the. ground 
which a few weeks ago echoed with the 
tramp of marching militiamen. 

Robert G. Bolton, who, with William 
Diamond, is in-command of.the strikers 
in the absence of John R. Lawson and 
John McLennan, said that as ma 
men -as could be accommodated woul 
be removed to the new camp. He ex- 
plained that no women nor_ children 
vould be brought from the hills to the 
new quarters 

“We wanted to get the men out of 
town,” he exclaimed. ‘‘ The new camp 
is the only place we have to take them. 
I don’t know how long the colony will 
be_oceupied. It ajl depends upon fu- 
ture developments.” ~

LESSON FROM THE GUNMEN 


Need of Religion In Congested Dis-: 


tricts Shown—Dr, Wise and 
Oscar S. Straus Speak.

Liberal .Juadism here and abroad is 
gaining ground, according to Dr. Mau- 
rice H. Harris, President of the Eastern 
Council. of Reformed Rabbis, which 


opened its Fifth Assembly last night at/| b 


Temple Emanu-El, Fifth Ayenue and 
Forty-third Street. He said that an 
international propaganda for Liberal 
Judaism had been started and that a 
conference on the_ plan and scope of 
the movement probably would be ar- 
ranged in Europe in 1916. 

The first session of the Assembly was 
opened with prayer by Rabbi David 
Levy of Bridgeport, Conn. Following 
introductory remarks by Rabbi Joseph 
Silverman of Temple Emanuel there 
were addresses by the President, Rabbi 
Harris, who made his annual report; 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, and Oscar 8, 
Straus, the latter taking as his subject, 
** Jewish Contributions to American 
Ideals.’’ 

“There is a spirit of unrest among 
the submerged in the metropolis, of 
which the recent I. W. W. outbreak 
was but a symptom.” said Rabbi Har- 
ris. ‘‘It is hard to draw the line where 
the economic problem merges into the 
moral. We cannot be blind to grave 
moral conditions among our own peo- 
ple, due to poverty, congestion, parental 
ignorance, or a combination of all these. 

“The execution of three youths of 
Jewish parentage for breaking the 
Sixth Commandment has deeply movcd 
the community. No longer can we say, 
with Benjamin Disraeli, ‘ The Jew never 
mounts the scaffold except at an auto 
da fe.’ We cannot altogether explain 
the degeneracy of these youths as due 
to absence of religious education. We 
learn that all af them—Jew and Gen- 
aad religious education of a 
sind. 

‘* Did their religious education go deep 
enough, or was it merely perfunctory? 
Perhaps there may be something faulty 
in our methods of imparting the prin- 
ciples of faith and duty. Do we make 
them sufficiently gripping? Do we really 
give the spiritual preparation for life? 
Are we sufficiently strengthening our 
youth against the temptations of the 
great cities? 

“Here distinctly is’ a problem con- 
fronting the Eastern Council, whose ac- 
tivity is in. the most congested Jewish 
centre in the world. To grapple ,with 
this problem we must co-operate with 
= —P mancing of worthy endeavor and 


Re One of the first aims in the. council's 
programme was to reach the Jewish 
young men and women in the colleges. 
Individually we have co-operated with 
e Menorah: societies, with the Zeta 
Beta Tau fraternity, and with the 
Forum of Teachers College. Still there 
is but a-scratching at the surface. Per- 
haps the larger number of Jewish stu- 
dents fail to affiliate with any ‘of these 
university movements. I learn from ‘a 
student at Princeton that among the 
100 Jewish boys there —— is but little 
sign of Judaism. This, too, in contrast 
with the_ religious activity of their 
Gentile colleagues. 

We glory in the freedom of con- 
science, obtained by us after centuries 
of struggle in Western lands. Never- 
theless, there is a negative side to that 
liberty. It does not only mean freedom 
to. observe the Jewish faith without im- 


terference, but equal freedom to discard ' 


Too many have availed themselves 
of this negative opportunity. We see 
how it can be made a menace as well 
as an advantage.”’ 


Rabbi Harris proposed the establish- | 


ment of a Jewish centre in American 
colleges, resembling the Y. M. G A. 
He told of what had been done within 
the last year, from the movement to 
gave the Jew from calumny. by cari¢a- 
ture, resulting in the organization of the 
Anti-Defamation League. He_ also 
spoke of the. difficulty that confronts 
the modern Jew. in observing -the sev- 
enth-day Sabbath. 

Rabbi Wise made_a Fs for stronger 
Reformed Judaism, and in that connec- 
tion he said that Reformed Judaism: had 
no quarrel with Orthodox Judaism. He 
said it was the function of the former 
to bring. back those who were drifting 
away from orthodoxy and conservatism. 
Still, he asserted that he would have 
Orthodox Judaism grow stronger and 
not weaker. It was the belief of Rabbi 
Wise that’ Reformed Judaism should 
have an organ by which it.could spread 
its own ideas without’ having to go to 
the publications representing the ortho- 
dox faith. 

Mr, Straus said he had no doubt that 
Reformed Judaism had kept, was keep- 
ing and would continue to.keep thou- 
sands within the fold of Judaism who 
through their ignorance of the religion 
and history of their own people would 
be entirely -lost. He regretted that it 
was the custom of Jewish students in 
the colleges and ‘universities to con- 
sider the history of their own people 
inferior to the history of Rome and 
Greece, and other peoples. This was 
difficult to understand and because the 
history of the Jewish people was so in- 
spiring that. it had been carried down 
through 3,000 years, and was still being 
enriched. 

Mr. Straus related how he had made 
an investigation, not to establish any 
particular theory but for his own infor- 
mation, to. find out why the American 
people had adopted the republican form 
of Government..
